There Is no proof, nf con 
Harbor hod any political bai 
■■ioever. But whether It did i 
have been many (luesHons In the public mind 
which were not anawercd In the report of Jus- 
tice Roberts, who also has expressed hImseK 
ns favorlnR a speedy trial of the two mili- 
tary loaders. And althouRh the trials show 
no sign of being close at hand, the propo.'sed 
Investigation will probably be more than an 
acceptable substitute, since It would offer 
considerable more latitude In gathering In- 
formation than would a court-martial. 

It Is hard to see how a court-mortlnl or nn 
InvcsUgaUon would offer uny threat to se- 
curity. After all, the damage Is done and tho 
toll Is history. Probably the enemy has long 
.ilnce gained whatever valuable information 
he could from Pearl Harbor. But the Cull 
fitory of the tragic lack of alertness there 
3tlli needs to be told, and the full rcsponsl 
blllty placed. 

That Is ft matter of purely national con- 
cern; and of public Interest. If others besides 
aeneral Short and Admiral Klmme! were to 
blame for that near-knockout blow, the facts 
.•ihould be Known. If not, then these two of 
fleers should stand forth and take whatever 
consequences a court-martial rhay see fit to 
Impose. 

II there were negligence anil conluslon as 
well as Jap treachery at Pearl Harbor, the 
families of the nearly 3.00a officers and men 
who died there have a right to know about It 
— not sometime after the war, but now, when 
the full seriousness o£ that defeat U stSU 
strong In our minds.
